SPARKS FROM M ARK : 

On behalf of our parish staff at OLBH we 
would like to wish all of our families and 
visitors a joy filled Christmas season as you 
welcome the fullness of Emmanuel, God 
with us, into your lives. Christmas season is 
a time that we are called to open our hearts 
and doors, to the many guests that might visit 


our homes this Christmas season, and yet, at 
times it seems that Christmas can be a time 
of anxiety, and stress. As I thought about 
that, I thought about the work that Thomas 
Keating does with the notion of his active 
prayer in which he uses a phrase over and 
over like a mantra throughout the day. 
Keating says, “The saying of the syllables is 
synchronized with ones heartbeat” as they 
unceasingly pray throughout the day. I 
encourage you throughout the Christmas 
season to try this method of active prayer, 
may it become a true gift of the presence of 
Christ in your life. Here are some examples 
of phrases that can be used in active prayer; 

O Lord, come to my assistance 

O God, make haste to help me 

Holy Mary, Mother of God 

Abide in my love 

My G od and My All 

My Jesus, mercy 

Veni Sancte Spiritus 

I belong to you, O Lord 

Soul of Christ, sanctify me 

Take, Lord, and receive all I have 

Bless the Lord, my soul 

Open my heart to your love 

Lord, I give myself to you 

My Lord and my God 

Body of Christ, save me 

Lord increase my faith 

Not my will but thine by done 

Thy kingdom come, Thy will be 

done

Reflection

■ Is Egypt the journey to nowhere or 
nothingness and Israel the journey 
back to God?

My Lord God, I have no idea where I am 
going. I do not see the road ahead of me. I 
cannot know for certain where it will end. 
Nor do I really know myself, and the fact that 
I think that I am following your will does not 
mean that I am actually doing so. But I 
believe that the desire to please you does in 
fact please you. And I hope I have that 
desire in all that I am doing I hope that I will 
never do anything part from that desire. 
And I know that if I do this you will lead me 
by the right road though I may know nothing 
about it. Therefore will I trust you always 
though I may seem to be lost and in the 
shadow of death. I will not fear, for you are 
ever with me, and you will never leave me to 
face my perils alone. (Thomas Merton,
